President  Moyle  said  that  she 
jhad  inspired  her  husband  in  his 
progression,  and  will  continue  to 
inspire  him.  He  called  attention  to 
the  close  companionship  of  Elder 
and  Sister  Lee. 


President  Wilkinson’s  Speech 
Aimed  at  First  Year  Students 


President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
will  be  the  first  speaker  of  the 
1962-63  Forum  series  at  BYU. 

The  President’s  annual  address, 
intended  for  new  students,  will 
be  presented  Monday  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

OVER  11  YEARS  ago  Dr.  Wil- 
kinson came  to  BYU  from  his 
practice  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
BYU  enrollment  has  doubled  un- 
der his  administration  to  a pres- 
ent total  of  over  11,000. 

The  rapid  growth  has  required 
the  president  to  expand  the  fac- 
ulty and  staff  and  to  direct  a vast 
building  program. 

Dr.  Wilkinson,  a 1921  graduate 
of  BYU,  received  the  LL.B.  de- 
gree in  1926,  summa  cum  laude, 
from  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity Law  School.  At  Harvard 
University  he  finished  the  ad- 
vanced course  designed  for  those 
intending  to  teach  law  and  was 
awarded  the  doctor’s  degree  of 
juridicial  science. 

AFTER  SEVERAL  years  of 
teaching  experience  and  working 
in  law  offices,  Dr.  Wilkinson  or- 
ganized his  own  firm.  He  is  per- 
haps best  known  in  law  for  win- 
ning the  case  of  the  Ute  Indians 
of  Colorado  and  Utah  against  the 
federal  government. 

After  16  years  of  work  and 
evidence  totaling  34,000  pages, 
Dr.  Wilkinson  won  four  judg- 
ments totaling  $31,500,000  for  his

clients.  The  judgments  are  prob- 
ably the  largest  ever  rendered  by 
the  U.  S.  Court  of  Claims. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  also  is  chancellor 
of  the  Unified  Church  School 
System,  which  includes  seminar- 
ies near  high  schools  throughout 
the  country,  institutions  at  many 
universities,  LDS  Business  Col- 
lege, Ricks  College,  and  an  acad- 
emy and  elementary  schools  in 
Mexico.

Cloudburst  Given  Blame 
For  Destruction,  Panic

Thursday  afternoon’s  cloud 
burst  resulted  in  flood  and  panic 
at  the  E.  Richards  Heritage  Hall. 
Water  draining  from  the  street 
and  the  surrounding  lawns  ran 
into  the  front  flower  beds  and 
cascaded  into  the  deep  cement  re- 
tainers around  the  basement  win- 
dows. 

The  retainers  filled  within  min- 
utes before  window  panes  gave 
way,  flooding  the  basement  with 
water  and  debris.  One  window 
broke  in  an  unoccupied  apartment 
and  another  was  shattered  in  the 
adjoining  recreational  area. 

The  basement  filled  to  a depth 
of  18  inches  before  the  rushing 
water  subsided.  The  pressure  of 
the  water  bent  and  twisted  the 
aluminum  screen  on  one  of  the 
broken  windows 

FURNISHINGS  in  both  rooms 
were  damaged  as  well  as  luggage 
locked  in  storage  cages.  Locks 
were  broken  in  order  to  remove 
suitcases  and  boxes  from  the 
floor  in  the  cages. 

The  window -which  broke  in  the 
apartment  was  directly  over  the 
kitchen  range  and  the  surround- 
ing cupboards.  The  oven  also  fill- 
ed with  water. 

NEARLY  a dozen  workmen 
were  busy  several  hours  draining 
the  water  off  and  cleaning  wal- 


nuts, autumn  leaves,  and  mud 
from  the  building. 

Clyda  Stevens,  sophomore,  San 
Carlos,  Calif.,  described  the  water 
in  the  retainers  as  “rising  like 
an  aquarium.” 

Virginia  Johnson,  Eugene,  Ore. 
and  Sheryl  Brink  and  Carole  Ann 
Catlin,  freshmen  from  Merced, 
Calif.,  were  close  by  when  the 
recreation  hall  window  caved  in. 
The  girls  “got  out  of  there  fast” 

; but  managed  to  salvage  textbooks 
from  the  study  table.

I SEVERAL  trunks  and  their 
contents  were  damaged  by  the 
water.  An  array  of  wet  clothes, 
blankets,  and  soggy  possessions 
was  hung  out  to  dry  in  various 
parts  of  the  hall. 

The  Housing  Maintenance  Of- 
fice reported  damage  from  water 
seepage  at  A.  Richards,  Bowen, 
Fox,  Maeser,  M.  Smith.  Tingey, 
and  F.  Smith,  Heritage  Halls. 

Mary  Jo  Wangsgard,  a fresh- 
man at  E.  Richards,  summed  up 
the  whole  ordeal  with  words,  “It 
was  awful!”

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Asian  Flu  Shots  Available  Now

In  the  winter  of  1959-60,  the 
United  States  had  an  epidemic  of 
Asian  Flu.  Some  60  per  cent  of 
BYU  students  were  affected,  ac- 
cording to  Meryle  Wiley,  McDon- 
ald Student  Health  Center  nurse. 

Asian  Flu  hits  in  two  or  three 
year  cycles,  so  a large  outbreak 
is  expected  about  mid-December. 


“Students  should  get  their  first 
flu  shots  as  soon  as  possible, 
then  have  a booster  shot  before 
the  holidays,”  declared  Dr.  Paul 
Edmunds  of  the  Health  Center. 

If  a student  had  the  immuniza- 
tion shots  last  year,  he  will  only 
need  a booster  this  year,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Edmunds. 

“Students  getting  physical  ex- 
aminations can  get  their  influen- 


za shots  then.  To  save  time,  other 
students  should  come  for  shots 
from  8 to  9:30  a.m.  and  12:30  to 
1:30  p.m.  any  day,”  stated  Miss 
Wiley. 

The  flu  shots  cost  75  cents  each.
